IN WRANGELL 


A branch of the Alaska Labor 


it Union was erganized in Wrangell 


Tuesday night with 72 members. 

H. V. Henrikson, secretary of 
Alaska Labor Union No. 5 at 
Ketchikan, arrived in Wrangell 
Tuesday. He at once hired the 
hall used by the Rex theater, and 
got out handbills announcing a 
public meeting that night for the 
purpose of organizing a branch 
of the Alaska Labor Union. 

A large audience turned out in 
response to the call. Mr. Hen- 
rikson delivered a forceful ad 
dress setting forth the need for 
united and intelligent action on 
the part of the workingmen. 

Mr. Henrikson said in part: 

“There are three things neces- 
sary in order for the workingmen 
to better their condition. They 
are: First, organization; second, 
education: third, intelligent ac- 
tion. One of the chief objects of 
the Alaska Labor Union is to make 
better citizens. We do not toler- 
ate any Bolsheviki tendencies. 
We know that we have the best 
government in the world. But 
however patriotic we may be we 
are bound to admit that there are 
some conditions in our country 
that should be changed. The 
workingmen haveit in their power 
to correct whatever is wrong in 
this country. We have the most 
pliable government in the world, 
and by the intelligent use of the 
ballot we can change anything 


does not tend to promote the wel- 
fare of the people as a whole. 
“The ballot is far more effec- 
tive than violence. Revolution 
and bloodshed are not necessary 
to attain the ends sought by labor. 
Therefore we have no place in our 
crganization for the red flag. The 
man who wants to carry the red 
flag positively will not be toler- 
ated in the Alaska Labor Union. 
But the workingmen must teke 
part in polities, both local and 
national, if they are to protect 
their own interests. I can state 
with pride that 100 per cent of 
the membership of our union at

Petersburg Commercial Club 
Sends’ Resolution to the 
Secretary of Interior 


The Petersburg Commercial 
Club, after being defunct for 
several years, was reorganized 
last week with J. H. Wheeler 
president, and T. S. Ellsmere, 
secretary. 

The chief objectof the reorgan- 
ization seems to have been to take 
active steps toward securing an 
an appropriation from the Gov- 
ernment for the dredging of 
Wrangeli Narrows. The newly 
reorganized club alleges that the 
Dry Straits project is impractical 
but sets forth that the proposed 
dredging of Wrangell Narrows is 
feasible, 

The following resolution was 
adopted:

Whereas: Wrangell Narrows is 
a narrow strait separating Mitkof 
and Kupernof Islands, in the Alex- 
ander Archipelago, about 20 miles 
in length, and 

Whereas: this narrow strait is 
the most direct route of travel for 
all steamers operating between Se- 
attle and all points in southeastern 
and southwestern Alaska, and 

Whereas: this strait is suitable 
at the present time for navigation 
by small, shallow dralt vessels only, 
which makes for the 
larger Vessels in this trade to travel 
by a much longer and imore danger- 
ous route around the outside of 
Kukii Island in the open waters of 
the North Pacific Ocean; and 

Whereas: this outside ronte 
causes these Vessels to travel over 
75 miles farther on each trip, both 
north and south bound, causing 
much delay in the delivery of per- 
ishable freight and mail, and

smaller boats now on the
